What is the primary must for 
self-protection in event of atomic 
attack? Maj. Gen. Walter M. Rob- 

If you have no cellar, or can’t 
reach it, lie down along an inside 
wall, or under a desk, table or bed 
away from windows or doors. 

If outdoors, drop alongside base 
of substantial building or fall flat 
in gutter or ditch. But watch out 
for overhanging ccrnices on build- 
ings. 

Inside or out, keep face buried in 
arms for 10 to 12 seconds after ex- 
plosion. 

When a Hiroshima or Nagasaki 
type atom bomb expledes high in 
the air, your chances of survival are 
about: 

50-50 if you're a half-mile to 
mile away. 


85-100 if you’re a mile toa mite 


and a half away. 

97-100 if you’re a mile and a 
half to two miles away. 

100-100 beyond two miles. 

Sightly over half those a mile 
from the atomic explesion in Hiro- 
shima are still alive. Seventy per 
cent of those a mile away from the 
explosion at Nagasaki survived. To- 
day, thousands who survived both 
attacks live in new houses built 
where their old ones. once stood. 

Seek shelter—and increase your 
chance of survival! _ 

What’s different about A-bombs? 

The atom bomb. is just another 
way to cause an explosion. While 
it holds more death and destruction 
than ever before- concentrated, its 
total power is still definitely limited. 

Like fire bombs and other high 
explosives, -A-bombs cause death 
and destruction by heat and blast. 

Radioactivity is the only way—be- 
sides size—in which A-bombs differ 
from ordinary. bombs. 

Many casualties are caused by flys 
ing debris—glass, parts of buildings, 
etc., and fire. : 

Injuries due to radioactivity are 
the same as those caused by ex= 
posure of the entire body to X-rays 
—destruction of so many cells and 
tissues that survival is impossible.
